Seeks 4% 
Rate Hike 

Southern Counties Gas Co. 
has applied for a rate in¬ 
crease with the State Public 
Utilities Commission of ap¬ 
proximately 4 per cent. It 
was anounced yesterday. 

A company spokesman 
said the increase is necessary 
to offset a hike of $4.7 mil¬ 
lion annually in the cost of 
natural gas purchased from 
its out-of-state supplier, the 
El Paso Natural Gas Co. 

If granted, the Increase 
would cost the average 
householder an additional 25 
to 30 cents a month.

An inordinately large number of non-conform¬ 
ists, it seems, stalk the streets of Sierra Madre. 

They haunt public meetings, they cry out in 
protest over seemingly inconsequential points of law 
and decorum, they compose and mail scandelous 
letters to the editor, and they eschew togetherness. 

They desport themselves, in short, in a manner 
calculated to cause the growing majority of us Mil¬ 
quetoasts to gnash our teeth in rage and frustration 
—silently, to be sure. 

NOW A NON-CONFORMIST is simply an in¬ 
dividualist. He usually is found on the political 
right or left, rarely in the center where rest the re¬ 
cumbent forms of most of us. 

To the non-conformist, the opinion of the ma¬ 
jority is not sancrosanct. He may be a keeper of 
birds, large flocks of them, or he may brew his 
owm beer and ride a bicycle. He may hanker for 
the second coming of Joe McCarthy or envision a 
perfect state where only the policemen are in jail. 

Nearly always he is at odds with his fellow man, 
particularly other non-conformists. He may be 
eminently sane or bordering on lunacy. 

But despite the antics of the non-conformist, de¬ 
spite our desire to throttle him, we should be thank¬ 
ful he is still among us. He is responsible for most of 
the progress made in this world, and without him we 
are lost.

The exact cause of shingles 
is not known, but a virus is 
the culprit suspected. The 
great pain associated with 
the affliction is easily under¬ 
standable when one realizes 
that the disease attacks the 
nerve endings in the body. 

Since these nerve endings 
act as little sub-stations off 
the main ner\'ous system to 
carry sensations from one 
part of the body to another 
anything that attacks their 
delicate mechanism produces 
intense pain. 

THE DISTINCT manifesta¬ 
tion of shingles is the erup¬ 
tion of small blisters on the 
skin in the site involved. 

Even before these are seen, 
the sensitivity of the skin to 
the slightest touch is felt. 

And when one litle cluster of 
blisters disappears, another 
may crop out, either at the 
same site or nearby. There is 
great tenderness, and this 
may persist long after the 
acute pain is controlled 
through medication. 

In severe attacks of shin¬ 
gles, the pain recurs and re¬ 
curs, but it is more fleeting 
in nature rather than persis¬ 
tent as in the initial onset of 
the disease. 

Intense itching of the skin 
is another unpleasant aspect 
of herpes zoster. Strangely 
enough, this is not necessar¬ 
ily confined to the area 
where the pain and skin 
eruption occurs. It may be 
felt in other areas of the 
body. This, together with the 
tingling sensation is almost 
unbearable.
